SAYS RADICAL 


RAIDS FRAMED 


Former Federal Agent 


Makes Statement Con- 
taining 
C h a r g e s 


Against Private Detec- 
tive Agencies. 


Chicago, Feb. 13.—A story of 


methods employed by private detec- 
tive agencies investigating radical 
movements, strikes and labor trou- 
bles, contained in a deposition made 
here by Albert Bailin, alias Bala- 
now, former agent of the department 
of 
justice, last night and 
today 


brought forth specific and general 
denials from agencies and persons 
involved in the alleged exposure. 


Balanow, son of a Russian radical 


deported during the last Czar's 
reign, charged that he and other 
agents for private detective agencies, 
planted in the ranks of radical bod- 
ies, made possible the famous radical 
raids in 1920 and called their follow- 
ers together that the raiders would 
find them, 


Balanow admitted he had worked 
for three emploj ers at the same time 
and sold them out, to one another. 
He said he -was a member of the 
communist party, the Socialist-Lo 
borite, 
Young 
Peoples 
Socialist 


League and the "Workers Interna- 
tional Industrial Union. 
J. Cooney, mentioned several times 
by Balanow, was quoted in Asso- 
Paul last night, as having said Bala- 
now had made similar charges be- 
fore and that they had been dis- 
proved. 


Officials of the Burns and Thiel 
agencies heie made general and spe- 
cific denial of Balanow's charges. 
Among other charges made by 
Balanow were: 


That private detective 
agencies 
agitated radicals, formed radical la- 
bor organizations and fomented la- 
bor troubles, through paid represen- 
tatives in order to make big fees in 
exposing the movements. 
That prominent radicals were al- 


lowed to slip through the hands of 
the investigators that the search 
might be continued 
That when ar- 
rested the agitators were released 
that the search might be prolonged 
and more money obtained for track- 
ing them down again. 
That agents of Burns and Thiel 
"dictated the policy of the I. W. W. 
propaganda committee, which issued 
the radical manifestos and literature 
and that the entire committee during 
1920 and 1921 was composed of Thiel 
agents."

Companion of Kentucky 


University Stud e n t, 
Held For Murder, Says 
Watchman Was Insult- 
ing. 


Lexington, Ky., Feb. 13.—Warren 


Middleton, of Paducah, Ky., fresh- 
man at the University of Kentucky 
'here, charged with murder, in con- 
nection with the slaying of Joseph 
N. Self, night watchman at the Uni- 
versity was said to have "an even 
chance" to recover from two pistol 
bullet wounds received in the ex- 
change of shots on the campus Sat- 
urday night. 


An account of the shooting _giyen 
slain night 
watchman, quoted by police from 
what they declare was Self's dying 
statement, were at variance con- 
cerning the responsibility for the 
opening shot of the duel. Miss Glov- 
er Coleman, also of Paducah, a stu- 
dent at the university, who occupied 
a closed car with Middleton said 
yesterday she did know who fired 
the first shot and was unable to re- 
member any details of the shooting. 


Middleton was said to have assert- 


ed in an account of the affair that 
he shot only after the watchman had 
insulted his companion and fired five 
shots into the automobile. 
The watchman's account of the 
shooting, as re-told by police, was 
that he discovered the car on the 
campus, opened the door and told 
the occupants he would have them 
arrested. A boy in the car fired. 
Self said and as he fell he fired five 
times into the machine. 
Police 


claimed to have found persons who 
said they heard one shot, followed 
after a brief interval by five reports 
in rapid succession. 


Miss Colenaan said Middleton ac- 


companied her to a dance Saturday 
night, afterwards they went for a 
short drive They drove through the 
campus and being unacquainted 
with the roads, entered a blind alley. 
After -they had turned the car and 
were retracing their way across the 
campus, they saw the night watch- 
man and stopped when he approach- 
ed. The nightwatchman opened the 
door on the driver's side, Miss Cole- 
man related and asked in what she 
termed an "insulting" manner what 
the couple were doing on the campus. 


A discussion followed, the girl 
said, and she reminded her escort 
she must be back at home In a 
short time. Middleton then started 
to drive on and the shooting was 
begun. She knew her escort was 
wounded, she said, but he seemed to 
consider this fact lightly.

"Washington, Feb. 13.—The Norris 


amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion eliminating: the present session 
of an old congress after election of 
a new congress and changing the 
date of inauguration of President, 
from March 4, to the third Monday 
in January, was approved today by 
the senate. 


The 
resolution embodying 
the 


amendment was adopted after brief 
debate and by a vote of 63 to 6. It 
now goes to the house with approval 
there before adjournment of con- 
gress, regarded as problematical 


The senators voting against the 


resolution 
were, 
Broussard, Dem. 
ocrat, Louisiana; King, Democrat, 
Utah; France, Republican, Mary- 
land, Nelson, Republican, Minnesota; 
Overman, Democrat, North Carolina 
and Reed, Democrat, Missouri. 


Such an amendment was propos- 


ed by the new progressive bloc im- 
mediately after it was organized and 
probably 
is 
the 
first 
proposed 


change in the constitution to be ap- 
proved by the senate after coming 
out of any committee other than the 
judiciary committee. It was report- 
ed from the agriculture committee 
of which Senator Norris is 
chair- 


man, as a substitute for a senate 
resolution introduced soon after the 
beginning of the present session by 
Senator Caraway, Democrat, Arkan- 
sas, providing that members of con- 
gress defeated in an election should 
not vote on other than routine bus- 
mess during the session of the old 
congress following the elections. 


The Caraway resolution had been 


referred to the agriculture commit- 
tee at the request of its author, who 
said that if it went to the judiciary 
committe it would go into "the sleep 
that knows no waking " 


The agriculture 
committee has 
among its membership a number of 
members of the farm and progres- 
sive blocs and it incorporated-in its 
draft of the amendment a provision 
changing the present indirect meth- 
od of electing president and vice 
presidents.

FRANCE IN RUHR 


King Tells Parliament He 
Hopes Turk Question 


Will Be Settled 


Most Important Session 


Since War Is Opened 


With Ceremony 


London, Feb. 13.—(By The A. P.) 


—The Ruhr question was stressed by 
King George today in his address 
from the throne opening the second 
session of the fourth parliament ot 
his reign. 


He declared that although th« 


British government was unable to 
concur or participate in the Ruhr 
operations, it was acting in such a 
way as not to add to the difficulties 
of Great Britain's allies. 


The king disposed of the American 
debts question in one sentence, say- 
ing that he welcomed the settlement' 
"which reflects the determination of 
our people to meet their obligations" 


The remainder of the speech was 
devoted largely to an expression ol 
the hope that the Turkish question 
might be settled. The sovereign also 
touched upon domestic problems, par. 
ticularly unemployment. 


Parliament was opened with the 


usual 
ceremonies of state, King 
George, 
accompanied by Queen 


Mary, setting in motion the ma- 
chinery of what is generally regard- 
ed as one of the most important 
sesions of parliament since the de- 
claration of peace, in view of the 
unsettled European situation and 
the financial trade and labor ques- 
tions at home.

Buckingham Palace to 


Westminister, but 
crowds, never- 
theless, lined the streets.

The king began his speech -witJi 
the subject of reparations. 


"My government in their desire 
to hasten the complete settlement 
of the reparation question 
offered 
to trie allied governments far-reach- 
ing concessions on the allied debts 
to this country," he said. "X great- 
ly regret it proved impossible to 
reach a general agreement. 


"The French and Belgian govern- 


ments, therefore proceeded to put 
into force, the plan they favored 
and the Italian government coun- 
tenanced their action. My govern- 
ment, while feeling unable eitner- to 
concur or participate in this opera- 
tion are acting in such a way as not 
to add to the difficulties- of their 
allies. 


"During the past three months, 


plenipotentiaries of my goveri 
in conjunction with those of th» 
other allied powers, have been en-" 
gaged at Lausanne in a sincere 'and 
patient effort to bring to a close the 
conditions of war 
fare which for 


over eight years have desolated re- 
gions of the Near East. I greatly - 
regret that in spite of the concilia- 
tory spirit shown by the allies and 
the immense concessions, they were 
prepared to make, the treaty, when 
on the verge of signature, was de- 
clined by the Turkish delegation; 
But I cherish the hope that when 
the full report of the proceedings has 
reached the 
Turkish 
government, 
the latter may still be disposed jta 
accept the treaty and that he oppor- 
tunity so earnestly and laboriously 
prepared of rebuilding the peace of 
the East and the stability of the fu« 
ture Turkish state may not be sac- 
rificed. 


"I welcome the prospective settle-

THE PRESIDENT AND CONGRESS.

The country gave the Republicans full and undisputed con- 
trol in 1920 by a tremendous majority. They had no excuses for non- 
performance. 
Everything was in their hands. Yet for some reason or 


other they could not function. 


President Harding has set forth his opinion on many subjects and 


asked for the support of congress, but he does not get it. Pie is thwarted 
and hampered at every turn. Whether it is his own fault, or the fault 
of Congress, does not much matter. The fact remains that this jarring and 
jangling prevents the people from getting the results they demand. 


Probably both president and the congress are at fault. The president 


fails to exercise strong- leadership and congress is playing politics. It was 
not strange, considering how factional controversy has stayed the pro- 
gress of the country, that the elections of 1922 were adverse to the Re- 
publican party.

THE STORY OF CRANBERRIES. 


An exceedingly interesting test of the value of advertising has been 


made during recent years by the producers of cranberries. During the 10 
years from 1906 to 1916, the consumption of cranberries increased 200,000 
barrels, but consumption was small and growers were hard pressed to 
meet expenses. 


That year the American Cranberry exchange started advertising in 


Chicago. By the close of the season the sales in Chicago were 47 per cent 
more than in 1915, 27 per cent more than in 1914 and 5T per cent more than 
in 1913. At the same time in Xew York, Boston, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Buffalo and Cleveland, where no advertising was done, there were de- 
creases in sales running from one to 57 per cent. 


In 1918 the first national advertising campaign on cranberries was at- 


tempted. It was a bad year to boom the trade. The mild fall and winter 
was considered detrimental to consumption. The regulation of sugar at

DEMAND FOR 


BIBLES GROW 


Every Country in World 


Seems to AVant Copy 


of Scriptures 


American Bible Society 


Plan to Distribute Five* 


Million Copies 


(By FREDERIC 3. IIASKIN) 


•\Vashington, D. C. Feb. 13.— Print- 


ing presses have been running over- 
time ever since the close 
oC 
the 


World war. One explanation of this 
extraordinary activity will occur 
readily 
enough 
to 
everyone— the 
presses had to be busy in order to 
turn out the tremendous volume of 
paper money required by Germany 
Kus-sia and the other countries with 
sadly depreciated Currency. Another 
explanation that is nearer the real 
one wiuld be the last one to suggest 
itself to the average person— the un- 
precedented demand for copies of the 
Bible. 


This demand comes from 
every 


country in the world, with China at 
the head of the list. Last year ap- 
proximately 30,000,000 Bibles were 
distributed among 
the 
spiritually 


hungry of all lands and climes, and 
this year it is expected that the dis 
tribution will far exceed that figure. 


One organization alone, the Amer- 
ican Bible society, has plans that 
contemplate the distribution 
of at 


least 5,000,000 and possibly 6,000,000 
copies, and its officials say that even 
at that they will be unable to meet 
:he demands that will be made upon 
:hem. 
Recently the society placed 


the largest single order for Bibles 
;nown in the history of the Book — 
an order for 3,000.000 copies of six 
ieparate books of th© Scripture. 


These tiny volumes will be turned 


out on huge rotary presses at the 
>-ate of 10,000 copies an hour. It is 


far cry from production of that sort 
back to the days cf Gutenburg when 
he printing of the first Bible, called 
he JIazarin Bible, on movable block 
j'pes took about five years from 
.450 
to 1435. It marks amazing 


>rogress in the printer's craft, but 
of far greater significance is the 
act that the book first to be print- 
d has always been the most greatly 
n demand. Xo book has ever reach- 
d so many millions nor had so great 
an influence on the world. It stands 
M-e-eminently the Book of the Ages. 


And yet with a distribution of 30,- 
00.000 copies in a single year there 
.re not enough to furnish a copy 
or every new-born child that comes 
nto the world in a twelve-month, 
while if all the Bibles that have been 
printed since the days of Gutenburg 
had been preserved and could be as- 
sembled the total would not suffice 
to provide a copy for every man, wo- 
man and child in the world. 
It is not generally known that the 


Bible is now published in 770 differ- 
ent languages and dialects, and that 
the work of putting- it into still more 
strange tongues is being- rushed bv 
committees of clerics in all parts o"f 
the world. The work of preparing 
translations for foreign countries is 
done with the utmost care and by 
the best scholars obtainable for the 
task in hand. It is- never done by 
one man, but by a. comittee. the idea 
being that discussions of mooted 
questions of meanings would elim- 
inate many of the possibilities of 
vagueness in 'the translation. Each 
man takes one of the books of the 
Bible and translates It and then in 
council the group of men go over the 
work of all. 


llany problems arise in this work 
because words used in the original 
meanings of the Bible are not to be 
found in all he 770 languages and 
dialects into which the "Word has 
been translated. For example, take 
the Eski—o language. The ancient 
Hebrews were a pastoral people and 
biblical references to sheep, lambs, 
goats, and such animals are frequent 
whereas 
the 
Eskimos, 
dwelling 


among the eternal snows, -were fam- 
iliar enough with polar bears, rein- 
deer, walruses and seal, but had 
never seen nor heard of sheep or 
lambs and had no words for them 
in their language, nor any word that 
would convey the meaning of the 
word date, or olive, or many other 
things mentioned in the Bible. 
In the circumstances, consider the 


difficulties of the translators when 
caned upon to change into Eskimo 
the 29th verse of the first chapter 
of St. John, which reads: 
"The next day John seeth Jesus 


co'ming unto him, and saith. Behold 
the Lamb of God, -which taketh away 
the sin of the world." 


A prolonged debate ensued as to 


what word might be tisecl for Lamb, 
which was not in the Eskimo tongue, 
and it was finally decided that the 
nearest word to it was "Baby Seal," ; 
so that the Eskimo text, when ren- 
dered back into English, 
actually 


reads "Behold the Baby Seal of God, 
which taketh away the sins of the 
world." 


Many revisions of old translations 


b.»ve been made -within the last year. 
to the end that the influence of the 
Bible may be even stronger in coun- 
tries where its teachings have been 
studied for centuries. Thus a com- 
mittee of scholars under the editor- 
ship of the Rer. Henry C. Thomson. 
completed the revision of the Spanish 
New Testament and the Portugese 
BiMo is undergoing the same study. 


Even the Zulus, traditionally wild 


and savage, have made such progress 
with the Bible that the first trans- 
lation made for them is being re- 
vised. 
Almost half of the Eibles distribut- 


r-d by the American Bible society

Not only ia the Bible being mude 


available for people ot all liuiKuugeH 
and dialects, but the needs of those 
who cannot see arc considered and 
supplied, and Bibles for the blind 
are printed In 12 different systems. 
For those persons who learned to 
read under the old Moon system for 
the blind, the Society imports from 
England a set of 58 tonics costing 
$257. But the price to he blind man 
is not that prohibitive figure. 
He 


pays ono dollar for each volume, and 
the rest is paid out of tho funds of 
the Society In tho belief that few 
blind men would be able to read the 
Bible if they had to pay the full 
price. 


The latest of the Bibles for the 


blind is issued in Braille and con- 
sists of 19 volumes, which weigh,) 
about 150 pounds and fill a. 17-foot 
shelf. 
The cost of production is 


$75, 
but in this case also reductions 


are made in the price to the blind. 
Selected passages from 
tho Bible 


have also been published in a small 
book which can be carried In the 
coat pocket. 


Not the least curious and interest- 


ing of the Bibles that are distributed 
is one that is described as "perfumed, 
peppered, and poisoned." It is in- 
tended for the lands where vora- 
cious insects and worms get into the 
backs of books and eat the glue so 
that the volumes fall to pieces. Sci- 
entists were called in and thev de- 
vised a mixture contaning 
oil of 


cloves, cayenne pepper and corrosive 
sublimate, a murderous combination 
for the vitals of such "bookworms."

COOK BOOK 


CASSEROLE OF LAMB 


2 Ibs. fore quarter lamb 
3 tablespoons bacon fat or drip- 
pings 


4 tablespoons flour 
2 cups stock or 1 cup water 
1 cup tomato 
1-2 cup carrot strips 
12 small onions 
1-2 cup turnip cubes 
1 1-2 teaspoons salt 
1-8 teaspoon pepper 
Wipe and cut the lean part of the 
lamb from fat and bone. Place bones 
in 3 cups cold water and cook as long 
a time as posible. This is the liquid 
called "stock" in the above recipe. 
Cut the lean meat in small pieces 
and fry until brown in the fat. Place 
the fried meat in a casserole. To fat 
remaining in pan, add flaur and 
brown; then add stock and cook until 
smooth and thickened; strain over the 
meat in casserole. 
Parboil for 10 minutes the carrot, 
turnip and onions. Add to casserole, 
season with salt and pepper, cover 
and cook in oven one hour. Serve 
in casserole.
